WHEREAS, it is required under IC 18-5-1.5-5 that no 
Agreement can be entered into by any local governmental unit 
without the prior consent and approval of the Common Council; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that the City of Fort Wayne 
negotiate a continuation of the Consortium Agreement so 
that an application may be submitted by May 1, 1978 to the 
Secretary of Labor and thus ensure continuation of Consor¬ 
tium funds; and 

WHEREAS, it is the desire of the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, that the said Consortium 
Agreement as now existing be continued. 
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NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL: 

I would like to reiterate my position in support of briefing 
Council on the local CETA program, as well as on the 
necessity of reorganizing the Six-county Consortium in 
Fort Wayne into a Consortium composed of Fort Wayne-Alien 
County, I am in favor of doing this even though I am under 
absolutely no obligation under either federal or local 
regulations to do so. 

While I feel strongly that Council should be briefed on 
these functions, our primary responsibility at this time is 
to meet the quota sent down to this Consortium and the State 
on the hiring goals for Title II and Title VI, The Consortium 
and the State can ill-afford the losses of job positions and 
the federal monies allocated for these positions. Therefore, 
a major effort is being put forth by our Consortium to meet 
these goals, and Council's efforts should also be concentrated 
on helping to find the jobs and positions to help us meet 
these goals. 

The quotas handed down by the Department of Labor to the 
Consortium and the State must be met by February 28, 1978; 
consequently, we will brief Council on the status of the 
CETA program, and the need for going to a Fort Wayne-Alien 
County Consortium on March 6, 1978. 

We will request representation from the Department of Labor 
and from the Indiana Office of Manpower Development in the 
Governor's Office to answer questions which have to do with 
the status of the CETA program.

I have absolutely no intention of delaying my discussion 
of the CETA program with you. The facts of the situation 
require, however, that the entire CETA staff plays top 
priority on the satisfying of the Department of Labor 
quotas rather than preparing statistical data sheets for 
our discussion. We are well aware that if these quotas 
are not met, millions of dollars may be lost to the local 
CETA program. 

This will work a tremendous hardship on the underprivileged, 
disadvantaged, and unemployed people in this community who 
will not be served by the CETA program. In addition, we 
run the risk that those who are presently employed by CETA 
might also lose their jobs if funding is withdrawn. I need 
not dwell on the terrible impact the loss of the CETA program 
would have on the unemployment picture in this community, 
nor should I have to dwell on the impact the loss of several 
million dollars would have on the overall economic life of 
the business sector in Fort Wayne. 

I shall look forward to meeting with you on March 6th.

MEMORANDUM

SUBJECT: 


The Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne has the legal authority 
to enter into the Consortium Agreement under IC 18-1-1.5-2(e) 
and (o). However, before any contractual agreements can be 
entered into with any other local government unit, as was 
the case in this regard (Consortium Agreement between the 
City of Fort Wayne, Adams County, balance of Allen County, 

DeKalb County, LaGrange County, Noble County and Whitley County) 
it is necessary that compliance be had with the provisions 
of IC 18-5-1.5-2 and IC 18-5-1.5-3. The former, i.e. IC 18-5-1.5-2 
provides the definition of local governmental unit to include 
a city and a county. IC 18-5-1.5-3 provides in part (b): 

Any two [2] or more local governmental units 
may bnter into written contractual agreements 
with one another for joint or cooperative 
action to provide for services and facilities 
pursuant to the provisions of this chapter 
[18-5-1.5-1 - 18-5-1.5-5]. Appropriate action 

by ordinance, resolution or otherwise pursuant 
to law controlling participating government 
units shall be necessary before any such 
agreement shall be in force. 

(d) No agreement made pursuant to the provisions of 
this chapter shall be entered into by any local 
governmental unit without the approval of the 
legislative body of that local government unit, 
provided that the Executive Body of any local 
governmental unit with the prior consent of 
the legislative body of said unit may enter 
into such agreement on behalf of such local 
governmental units. 

Thus it is clear that approval by the City Council 
is necessary before the Mayor can enter into any agreement 
with any other governmental units, that is to say, with 
Allen County, so if Council would not give the approval 
to such an agreement with Allen County alone, the Mayor 
could not enter into such an agreement. This is important 
because the Mayor has seen fit on his own to withdraw 
from the Consortium Agreement heretofore entered into 
between the City of Fort Wayne and all the other counties 
mentioned in the Consortium Agreement, which expired 
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incidentally at the end of the year 1977, and I presume they 
were negotiating a new one when this all came to a head. 

The Comprehensive Employment and Training Act of 1973 
Public Law 93-203 found in USCA Title 29-§811, et seq. §812 
is the most pertinent. 
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
